‘The subjects of their 
discussioa are not known. COU has thrown in his lot with the Communists. 


2, CH’EN P’ei and CH’EN sian are both natives of Hsinhui hsien (Kongmoon = 
113-05, 22=34) and old friends. CH'EY P'ei leads a group of a hundred 
bravoes in Kacas, and has a force of a thoueand guerrillas in hie native 
village. The guerrilles are under constant pressure from Chinese Communist 
forces, and CH'KN T'ai’s property has been confiscated by the Communists. 
It is not clear whether or not CH’EN P'ei is working for the Communists.
